and spiritual efficiency of men no sane informed person will | 


deny. Other things being equal, the drinker cannot equal the 
nondrinker in strength, speed, mental alertness, endurance, 
physical fitness and moral perception. 


Booze has been our biggest 
saboteur in this war. 

We have placed high barbed- 
wire fences around our war indus- 
tries, military reservations and 
communication centers. We have 
illuminated them with blazing 
floodlights. We have placed armed 
guards at lookouts and entrances. 
We have taken every possible pre- 
@alition to cee -that.-no saboteurs 
éntér these vital plants and do 
their deadly work. 


Every precaution has been taken 
to see that no inferior material or 
workmanship is tolerated in the 
production of arms, ammunition 
and other materials essential to 
the war effort. 

In fact, some factories have 
been blacklisted and their person- 
nel tried, convicted and sentenced 
for using inferior materials. 

But, in spite of these precau- 
tions, around our war plants and 


‘military reservations we have 


Jegalized, tolerated and encour- 
“aged booze dives and booze sellers 
whose product definitely impairs 
‘the efficiency of war workers and 
Army personnel. 

Is it not fully as important to 
protect the efficiency of a war 
‘worker as to protect the plant in 
which he works? ~ 


Is it not far more important to 
prevent than to correct defects? 

We take every possible precau- 
tion to insure perfection in planes, 


tanks, ships, arms and other 
weapons of war; yet we license 
and encourage booze dealers to sell 
a product to the armed forces that 
undermines their efficiency. 


Is the perfection of a bomber 
more important than that of the 
pilot who is to fly it or the crew 
that is to ride it? 


Is the perfection and efficiency 
of a gun of more importance than 
that of the man who is to fire it? 


Is thé material which makes a 
tank of more importance than the 
material that goes into the mak- 
ing of the man who uses it? 

It would seem so. 

We protect our war plants and 
guard against inferior material in 
the production of our weapons of 
war, but we expose those who are 
to use those weapons of war to a 
product that undermines their 
efficiency, 3

Turn in your Bible now to Luke, chapter 8. I want you 


to listen carefully and be prayerful while I read a story to 
you. Luke, chapter 8, beginning at verse 43:

Sin An Enemy of Nations, Too 
Not only is sin an enemy of the 
individual man, but sin is the en- 


emy of every nation. We read in 
the fourteenth chapter of the book 
of Proverbs, “Righteousness ex- 
alteth a nation: but sin is a re- 
proach to any people.” The na- 
tions -hat have prospered most in 
this world have been the nations 
that have shown the greatest re- 
spect for the Word of God, in which 
is revealed the law of God. What 
we call civilization owes its bless- 
ings chiefly to the enlightenment 
that comes to men through the 


open Bible. We should thank God 


for the land in which we live, and 
for the lands from which many 
of our forebears eame: Great 


- Britain, the Scandinavian lands, 


and Germany as it once was, and 
the other lands where God’s 
Word has had free course. It was 
read freely; it was preached and 
proclaimed openly; and people 
sought to pattern their lives after 
what they learned in the Bible. 
They were taught the Bible in 
the day schools”as well as in the 
church and Sunday Schools. And 
those nations that have thus hon- 
ored the Word of God have pros- 
pered and been blessed. 


But we have been drifting, all 
of us as natiors, drifting away 
from the Word of God.

Secret Sins Will Be Brought Out 
Publicly — | 
What a terrible enemy it is! 
All the worse because it works so 
furtively in the dark; secretly to 
begin with. And then afterward 
it comes out openly. Moses said 
in the ninetieth Psalm, ‘Thou hast 
set our iniquities before thee, our 
secret sins in the Hght of thy 
countenance,” 


Many of us shudder when we 
look back and remember how at 
first we were led into secret sins, 
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But then the day came when 
were no longer ashamed of those 
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“Oh He hears all you say.and He 
sees all you do, 


And my Lord is a writin’ all the 
time.” 


‘We are told in the Book that 
“God will bring every work into 
judgment with every secret thing, 


Young man, young 
woman, if you have fallen under 
the power of any type of secret 
sin and you are hoping the world 
will never know about it, and that 
these things you realize to be 
wrong will never become public, 
let me remind you of this, there 
is an eye that is ever looking upon 
you, and some day you will have 
to face God about every one of 
these things. We read: “Some 
men’s sins are open beforehand 
to judgment; and some men they 
follow after.” You can understand 
that. Some men’s sins are mani- 
fest. You see that poor drunkard 
going down the street, and every- 
body knows what his sins are. You 
laugh at him! You might rather 
cry. You might rather weep as 
you see what a fool sin has made 
of a man who was some mother’s 
darling child and some fathers’ 
pride and joy, but who fell under 
the power of sin, perhaps secretly 
at first, and now it is openly mani- 
fested and he is despised by every- 
body. The libertine’s sins are 
open and manifest. At least he 
bears in his very face the marks 
of his depravity. And even if at 
times some of his sins are covered 
up, they are all manifest to God. 
Other men manage to go through 
|this wor.d without letting people 
know the sins that dominate their 
lives, but when at last they leave 
this scene behind them, they can- 
not evade their sins. Their sins 
follow after them, and like the 
very bloodhounds of Hell that they 
are, they will track them down to 
the very judgment bar of God and 
drag them into the pit of eternal 
woe. What a terrible thing sin 
is!

What can you say of a man or 
a woman who deliberately goes 
on in sin when they know its char- 
acter and they know what the re- 
sults of a sinful life must be? The 
Bible declares that they are fools? 
We would not dare use that 
expression of mankind, but God's 
Word uses it. God’s Word says, 
“Fools make a mock of sin.” They 
go on deliberately in that. which 
God condemns and they sneer 
when one seeks to turn them 
away from it. 

Sin Put Jesus On The Cross 
«More than that. Think of this: 
sin caused Calvary’s cross. If it 
had not been for sin, the Son of 
God would never have been nailed 
to that cross of shame. It was 
our sins that put Him there. The 
place where we get the best con- 
ception of what sin really is is the 
cross. When we stand gazing at 
that cross and see the holy, spot- 


less Son of God nailed to that tree 


and hear His awful cry, “My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” we can get such an under- 
standing of sin as we never find 
anywhere else. It was because sin 
had shut man up to a hopeless 
doom, so far as he himself was 
concerned, that God sent His only 
Son into the world that He might 
become the propitiation for our 
sin. And we read, “For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him.” Think of that expression— 
He, the holy One; He, the sinless 
One, made sin! Does that mean 
that He really became sinful? Oh, 
no, not that; but it means that 
upon the cross He was enduring 
the judgment due to sin. He was 
treated as though Himself were 
the sinner as He stood in the 
place of guilty men and women 
who by their sins had forfeited 
all rights to Heaven and to be 
with God. He became the great 
sin-offering in some way that our 
poor, finite minds can never com- 
prehe:id. God “laid upon Him the 
iniquity of us all.” He bore our

Spirit of God, the Comforter, was 
coming to convict men of sin, He 
designated one particular sin: “Of 
sin because they believe not on 
me.”

Christ on the cross dying to de- 
liver you from your sin, every sin 
of unchastity, of licentiousness, of 
any form of immortality, of dis- 
honesty, of profanity, of pride, or 
vanity, of malice, of hatred, yes, 
even murder—all these sins were 
atoned for when Jesus Christ died 
on the cross; so that now no mat- 
ter what sin you might be guilty 
of, if you trust Him you can find 
complete atonement and a new 
life.

That is 
why we read in the third chapter 
of John’s gospel, “He that be- 
lieveth on him is not condemned:

“What To Do About Sin 


Oh, friend, if you are here a 
Christ-rejector, I plead with you, 
do not allow another night to go 
by before you come to God in re- 
pentance confessing the awful sin 
of spurning the Son or His love, 
Tell Him you will trust Him, tell 
Him you will take Him as your 
Saviour.

THE FIRE ZONE OF A REVIVAL 


“He changes His angels into winds and His ministering 
servants into a flame of fire.” (Weymouth, Heb. 1:7) 


(A comment on the “Christ for Greater Cleveland” campaign, 
Feb. 11-Mar. 11, 1945.) 


By Rev. W. S. Ross, D.D. 
Pastor of Hough Avenue Baptist Church, Cleveland 


I have been in the fire zone of a revival. They want me 
to describe it. How can I speak of a fire I cannot describe? 
How can I express the tremendous sense of God’s presence? 
How can I describe the influence of the power of the Holy 
Spirit playing over a crowded congregation as an eddying 
wind plays over the surface of a pond? You cannot describe 
the remarkable instance of the abandonment of a throng to 
the spontaneous impulse created by the Holy Spirit! I have 
witnessed a revival borne along upon the billowing waves 


of sacred song but I have no 


It is comparatively easy to 
write of the instruments of a re- 
vival. The medium: through which 
a revival is made visible. The 


organization, the preacher, the 
song leader, the choir, the great 
audiences, the hundreds of seek- 
ers filing into the inquiry rooms, 
the personal workers, the testi- 
monies of the born again, and the 
restored believers. But that is 
only the outward manifestation of 
the great work of God mysteri-

Dr. Rice’s sermon subject was “Missing God’s Last Train for Heaven,” from the text Jeremiah 8:20, 


“The harvest is past, the summer is ended, and we are not saved.” There were about fifty public professions 
of faith at the close of the sermon. We do not have the last official figures, but before Sunday night there 
were 743 public professions* of faith recorded on cards in the inquiry room after full instructions and. prayer. 
Of these .604 were conversions, 139 were reclamations. By adding those who made public profession Sunday 
night, and about 200 others who came to Christ at a high school service, in jail services, in children’s serv- 
ices and in personal work following the benediction at night, we estimate that there were about 1,000 con- 
versions and reclamations, probably 800 of them coming to Christ for the first time, in the Cleveland cam- 
paign. We will have official figures later, God willing, to publish. Crowds were counted each night by the 
auditorium authorities and probaby reached a combined total of over 50,000 people (counting duplications, 
of course) attending the services during the month.

of tragedies involving every type 
of major and minor crime com- 
mitted by servicemen who were 
under the influence of liquor. 


Major General Henry J. F. 
Miller, the commander of the 
Ninth United States Air Force in 
England, “spilled” invasion news 
and as a result was demoted to 
lieutenant colonel and sent back to 
America. He “talked” at a cock- 
tail party. 

While drunk a_ high-ranking 
Army officer in Michigan killed 
his chauffeur, and the newspapers 
were full of his scandalous trial. 


A ..second lieutenant, while 
drunk at an Officers’ elub in River- 
side, California, on a Sunday night 
went on a shooting yampage, 
killed three people and wounded 
five more. He was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to die, but hanged 
himself while awaiting his -execu- 
tion. 


Near Cincinnati, Ohio, an auto- 
mobile accident killed three cadets 
and a soldier early in the morning. 
The driver confessed that he had 
taken at least fifteen drinks of 
whisky the night before’ the 
calamity. 


In Los Angeles, a woman invited 
two soldiers to her apartment, 
where they had a drinking party. 
The next. morning her nude and 
brutally beaten body was discov- 
ered by the apartment keeper and 
the soldiers were tried for murder. 


In El Paso, Texas, a young lieu- 
tenant and his wife were walking 
home one night, and a group of 
juvenile boys who had been drink- 
ing in a beer parlor “ganged’’ the 
lieutenant and beat him to death 


on’ the street with’ chains. mowed 


In Lake*®Charles, Louisiana, A 
drunken soldier beat, ravished and 
humiliated a young woman. The 


offender was given a twenty-year} 


prison sentence. 

In Tucson, Arizona, a drunken 
soldier ravished a twelve-year-old 
girl and was tried, convicted and 


. hanged for his crime. 


In Englewood, Colorado, a 
drunken Army cook lured a little 
three-year-old girl away with 
promises of Gandy and a toy rab- 
bit, ravished and murdered her 
and stuffed her mutilated body 
under a sink. 

In South Dakota, a fine, non- 
drinking boy from a Christian 
family volunteered for service. 


After joining the Army he, became 
a victim of the drink habit. One 
night he visited various taverns 
with a woman, and about midnight 


he ravished her, murdered her, and 
left her mutilated and bruised 
body near one of the “hot spots.” 
He was tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced to twenty-five years in the 
penitentiary at Sioux Falls. 


Circuit Judge Van Buren Perry 
of Aberdeen, South Dakota, heard 
the case.and pronounced the sen- 
tence. In pronouncing that judg- 
ment he: accused those who sold 
him the liquor of being guilty with 
him of the crime; he branded them 
saboteurs; he called them greedy 
“unpatriotic peddlers of poison’; 
and he said they deserved the 
everlasting contempt of all decent 
and patriotic people. 


Here are his exact words: 


“The defendant was a soldier in 
the Army of the United States; a 
corporal in the United States Air 
Force; a lad of unusual size and 
strength, of more than average 
intelligenee and ability, who had 
volunteered to serve his country 
and upon whom the Government 
had spent many hundreds of dol- 
lars. As such he was a valuable 
asset to the nation. 


“On that fatal night six places 
of business in thigycommunity, all 
licensed by law™™to sell drinks 
which are intoxicating or intended 
to be made so, owt of their greed 
to gain a few dollars committed 
an act of sabotage against the 
Government of th® people of these 
United States. 


“ ,. They sold him intoxicating 
liquors . . . until his reason and 
self-control were utterly  de- 
stroyed. In the resulting: drunken 
frenzy he took a human life. He 
must go to prison. 


“Our Government has~-lost a 
soldier as completely as though a 
Jap or a German spy had dropped 
from the skies and stabbed him in 
the back or shot him from am- 
bush. A.Jap or a German doing 
such would have acted-in the serv- 
ice of his country and at the risk 
of his life, but these unpatriotic 
peddlers of poison had no such 
lofty motive. They sold hintefnat 
excess of liquor for money at a 
time when it was the duty of 
every patriotic citizen, to shield and 
protect this lad as a valuable piece

are coming out from evil doers 
and being separated unto God. 

The pastors of some of these 
churches laud the name of D. L. 
Moody and Charles Finney, and 
yet refuse to co-operate in a soul 
winning ‘campaign with evangel- 
ists of the same type today. It 
may be that the members of the 
committee did not approach them 
properly. Whatever the reason for 
their lack of co-operation, . the

One, this woman was like all 
lost sinners in that she had an 
incurable disease. Listen to me, 
preacher; listen to me, Christian 
worker; listen to me. you fathers 
and mothers!

world is sin, an incurable dis- 
ease for which the world has no 
remedy.

The judge was right. A soldier 


in prison is out of the war just as 
is a dead soldier. The man or 
woman who sold him the booze 
which robbed him of his reason 
and caused him to commit the 
crime is as guilty of putting him 
out of the war as is a Jap or a 
German who shoots a soldier out 
of the war.
